MONTREAL, July 22.—Argument 
was advanced in the supreme court 
today that the supreme court judg- 
ment of Friday last in the Grey case, 
while it wpholds the validity of the 
order-in-council of April 20 last, can- 
celling the exemptions of all men be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 21, is not 
applicable to the 
passed on April 30, professing to abol- 


ish the rights of habeas corpus in re- | 


gard to men who are arrestéd under 
the military law. 
right of habeas corpus still exists and 
must be respected by the military au- 
thorities, notwithstanding the order- 
in-council. 

Mr. Justice Monet, who heard argu- 
ments on both sides of the question, 
was struck by the admitted fact that 
while the order-in-council of April 20, 
referring to the concellation of ex- 
emptions, was approved by parlia- 
ment, the order of April 30, regarding 
habeas corpus, was not so pproved, 
although parliament was in session at 
the time. 

“This, to my mind, is very import- 
ant,"’ remarked the judge. “It raises 
the whole question of constitutional- 
ity again, and may mean _ that 
judgment of the supreme court does 
not apply to the point as regards ha- 
beas corpus.” 

P. B. Mignault, K.C., counsel for the 
minister of justice, replied by quoting 
from the report of the supreme court 
judgment to the effect that the reso- 
lution of both houses of parliament 
approving the order-in-council of 
April 20 did not add anything to its 
legal force as an enactment, that | it 
would have been equally valid without 
parliament's sanction. Therefore, 
counsel said, the order-in-council of 
April 20 relative to habeas corpus was 
equally valid. The samg reasoning 
as was applied jn the supreme-corut 
judgment to the one order, it was in- 
sisted, should be applied to the order 
as to habeas corpus. 

Judgment in the mattter was reserv. 
ed by Justice Monet.

Important Clauses

ANSWERS AT 
ELECTION TIME

As some gauge of the attitude which 
might be taken by the other aldermen 
on the hydro-electric application, at- 
tention can be drawn to the fact that 
in December, 1916, during the muni- 
cipal campaign, the question “Are you 
in favor of granting any extension to 
the hydro-electric?” was put to all the 
council candidates at a meeting held 
at Alex Taylor school on December 7 

The answers given by candidates 
who are now members of council, were 
as follows: 

W. He Martin: “TI would not extend 
any time to the hydro-electric com- 
pany.” 

J. Pheasey: “I would not grant any 
extensign in any shape or form to the 
hyro-electria company. They knew 
what they were asking for, and the 
onus of default is on them.” 

J. A. Kinney: “T was rr cted to the 
hydro-electric cornpany all along and 
will opose them to the end.” 

G. H. Steer (for C. H. Grant): “Mr. 
Grant is opposed to giving the hydro- 
electric any extension of time.” 

Opinions were expressed by four 
other members of the city council dur- 
ing the committee meeting on Monday, 
which displayed the views they take 
on the question.
